At 
this point claims 12-46 are pending in the instant application and ready for examination 
by the examiner. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

The applicant's Information Disclosure Statement filed March 18, 2004 have 
been considered by the examiner. However, several of the NPL's cited on the PTO-

Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an Examiner's statement of reason for allowance: Claims 12-46 
are considered allowable since when reading the claims in light of the specification, as 
per the MPEP §21 1 1 .01 or Toro Co. v. White Consolidated Industries Inc., 199 F.3d 
1295, 1301, 53 USPQ2d 1065, 1069 (Fed. Cir. 1999), none of the references of record 
alone or in combination disclose or suggest the combination of limitations specified in 
the independent claims and including, at least the limitation of:

... generating a second spike signal when the oscillation output signal crosses a second 
threshold value, the second spike signal being provided at the first output terminal...
